HE consensus of opinion seems to be that 

business is justified in being more hopeful 
of the future than it probably was when | 934 
calendars began to be distributed. It is 
true that in our industry the Graphic Arts 
Code faces a revision of unknown propor- 
tions. No one can tell what form price 
stabilization will take. However, an industry 
in which labor is the major cost factor may 
well expect to be effectively protected 
from the competition of those who do not 
conform to the code's labor and hour re- 
quirements. 


A VERY large number of our competitive 
establishments have recently installed ap- 
proved cost systems and are better pre- 
pared to intelligently measure the real costs 
of doing business. | feel sure that the codes 
will continue to prohibit unfair trade prac- 
tices and that industry will now have the 
energetic and whole-hearted support of

On the whole 
we are warranted in considering NRA and 
the Graphic Arts Code as a plus factor in 
1935. 


| HAVE sensed a growing appreciation of 
and interest in trade association work along 
constructive lines. The trade associations 
that have been strengthened under NRA 
provide a structure and organization for the 
development and execution of a program 
that will improve efficiency, lower costs and 
formulate sound trade practice rules that 
will have the support of the industry.

During New Year

President, Employing Bookbinders of America 


= year for a_ thousand 


or so years, or since the art of book- 
binding began, one bookbinder has 
asked another bookbinder about the 
prospects for business in the forth- 
coming year. No one single book- 
binder has ever become famous for 
his prognosticating ability in all that 
time, however. In the face of such 
discouraging statistics, it would seem 
the height of folly to attempt to tell 
any bookbinder what the mysterious 
future holds in store for him. Still, 
as long as I have been asked, I am 
willing, without benefit of any desire 
for historical fame as a soothsayer, to 
hazard the opinion that next year will 
see some increase in production for 
the bookbinding industry as a whole. 

In case some might misunderstand 
my statement and imagine that I am 
the joyful harbinger of glad tidings 
of prosperity for all bookbinders, | 
hasten to point out that I merely said 
“increase in production.” With the 
temper of the industry as it is, an 
increase in profits is something else 
again. 


‘THE volume of available business 
has been and still is at such a low 
point that the panicky scramble for 
business has unsettled the stability of 
the price structure to such an extent 
that the possibility of a return to 
normality for the industry seems 
quite remote. There may be spots in 
the industry where some small meas- 
ure of prosperity may be enjoyed for 
one reason or another, but it has been 
repeatedly stated by those more thor- 
oughly versed in economics than I am

that there can be no lasting pros- 
perity for any one in any industry 
unless that industry as a whole is on 
a stable basis. This primary feature 
does not exist today, in spite of the 
efforts of many of the able leaders of 
our trade to create a solid foundation 
for our business relations to rest upon. 

We do not need “price fixing”’ in 
our industry and many of us do not 
want it. Our primary duty at the 
moment is to afford a life and liveli- 
hood to those working folks who 
look to us to provide it for them, and 
any relaxing of that duty is a viola- 
tion of our trust. The working 
people are decidedly not benefited if 
the industry is mistreated by those in 
charge of it.

still is making valiant efforts to bring

holding his third term as 
president of the E. B. A., is also 
vice-president of Brock & Ran.

manufacturers. Thus from two 
points of view he is qualified to 
comment on conditions coa. 
fronting the industry and to 
base thereon his prediction for 
the twelvemonth which has now 
begun. 

Mr. Brock's statement is fit. 
tingly conservative, but pictures 
a healthy state of affairs for 
1935. Yet, denying that he is 
"the joyful harbinger of good 
tidings," he prefers to call the 
employers’ attention to their 
primary duty, and urges the co- 
operation of all with the Code 
Authority in the great work of 
rehabilitating the bookbinding 
industry.

IT'S AN OLD SPANISH CUSTOM 


® Cuba Is Subject of Interesting Survey of Tropical 
Bookbinding Business and Methods 


BookBINDING in Cuba is done 
in two types of shops: the shop that 
is a part of a printing establishment, 
and the independent shop which 
generally includes the manufacture 
of blank books and paper ruling. 
There are also a few unimportant 
shops dedicated to bookbinding alone 
but they are strictly one- or two-man 
affairs. 

As in continental Europe, the bulk 
of the books published are issued in 
paper covers. The European custom 
of issuing, possibly, 10 per cent of an 
edition in cloth or better binding is 
frequently followed; but 10 per cent 
of an edition of any work in Cuba 
is small. So it can truthfully be said 
that binding, as far as newly pub- 
lished works is concerned, is very 
limited. Cultural, S.A., the largest 
book publishers in Cuba, use their 
large and modern bindery not only 
for their own works but also for 
work for the public. 

This latter constitutes much the 
greater portion of the bookbinding 
work. There are law and other 
professional books to be rebound, to- 
gether with the usual odds and ends. 

Bookbinding in Cuba naturally follows 
the Spanish custom through, the island 
having been a Spanish colony for so many 
years. Most of the work is in the stiff 
cover form. Very little limp cover work 


is demanded, though the shops, especially 
the Cultural, are in a position to turn

it out. The actual technique is not un- 
like that followed in Europe and the 
United States. 

Leather is the most popular binding 
material, but recently a half-binding of 
leather and cloth or even paper has 
taken the lead because of its being 
slightly cheaper. In all-leather binding 
piel Valenciana—Valencian leather—is 
used in a majority of instances. There 
is also a rather wide use of imported 
colorless leather, hand colored in the 
bookbinding shops. 

All-cloth bindings are much less com- 
mon in Cuba than in the States. Cultural 
puts out some of its publications in cloth 
but they are the exception. The ma- 
terials come from Europe and the U. S., 
the latter furnishing the paper and cloth.

papyrus stage to the present day as well 
as an assortment of tools used in extra 
binding. The various steps in binding 
books, from loose leaf work to hand- 
tooling, were dramatized for the spec- 
tators. 

Another novel feature was the presence 
at the bank of five employees from the 
bindery who carried on all the book- 
binding processes possible without the 
aid of heavy machinery. The combined 
ages of these five employees totaled 177 
years. 

The firm of Barlow Bros., organized 
in 1877 by J. B. Barlow and Heman 
Barlow, has been headed for the past 
16 years by William Avink, who has 
been with the concern since 1893. The 
company was organized to manufacture 
blank books and office forms and to 
bind magazines and pamphlets. Sales 
have been mainly to county record offices. 
Later loose leaf, special ruled forms, 
inventory books, and commercial forms 
were added to the activities. 


Bookbinders' Guild Manual 
Distributed to Members 


With the mailing timed so that the 
books would be received on the day of the 
annual Christmas Party, December 12, 
The Bookbinders’ Guild of N. Y. distrib- 
uted to members their copies of the Con- 
stitution and By-Laws. 

The pocket-size books, 
in. by 5% in., were bound in brown py- 
roxylin fabric, with “The Bookbinders’ 
Guild” stamped on the cover. They also 
contain the order of business at meet- 
ings and a complete roster of the 65 
active and 3 honorary members, the com- 
panies with which they are associated, 
and the addresses. 

Some minor changes in the Constitu- 
tion and By-Laws were made at succes- 
sive meetings in order to bring that 
document up-to-date. Its appearance in 
book form followed the suggestion by 
President H. Arthur Busch, shortly after 
taking office, that such a handy little 
reference manual, with the roster of the 
active membership, would stimulate in- 
terest in the Guild. 
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| HE assertion that good-look- 


ing books can be produced for the 
same price as unattractive ones was 
made at the December 6 Book Clinic, 
one of a series conducted under the 
auspices of the American Institute 
of Graphic Arts and held at the 
Henry Street Settlement Administra- 
tion Bldg., 99 Park Ave., N. Y. C. 
Several of those attending the De- 
cember meeting were from the edi- 
torial departments of prominent pub- 
lishing houses, the topic for the day 
being “Editorial Planning and Book 
Manufacture”. 

Henry Hart, editor for Putnam’s, 
said that bookmaking should assume 
the guise of packaging, analogous 
with the cosmetics industry, in which 
it is the box that sells the product. 
As a result of) his suggestion, the 
manufacturing costs of a dozen well- 
designed volumes of the current sea- 
son will be investigated and listed 
alongside those of a dozen poorly 
designed books comparable in size and 
price. It was planned to print the 
list and send it to all publishing 
houses as proof of the statement cited 
above. The suggestion was hailed as 
an evidence of what the Book Clinic 
can do in a concrete way to improve 
the appearance of trade books. 

Mr. Hart gave it as his opinion 
that the designer is one of the most 
important members of the publishing 
personnel. Citing Viking Press as 
“the clearest dimple of the sales 
value of nurturing the talent of one 
designer for the entire list,” he stated 
that it is an editorial function first 
to procure a designer for the firm and 
then to protect him from encroach- 
ments by outside factors such as the 
author’s preferences. Although he 


personally found that the author of

the book will accept good designs of 
any style, some designers find that 
the author insists on staid conven- 
tional treatment of the binding or 
other parts of the book. 


T HouGcH a few publishers really 
care about the appearance of their 
publications, some of those present 
admitted that, with certain exceptions, 
only a book for which a big sale is 
inevitable will receive particular care 
in design and manufacture. Never- 
theless, as Lovell Thompson 
(Houghton, Mifflin) mentioned, 
many designers give all books as much 
attention as time permits. 

Th: other extreme is reached by 
those publishers who do not bother 
to give the proper care to any book 
expected to sell very well. And apart 
from appearance, bad sewing or poor 
stock in a cheap novel will make it 
show wear after three or four read- 
ings, simply because some publishers 
do not feel that making books well 
is part of their business. 

J. A. Beggs (American Book Co.) 
ascribed the ugly appearance of the 
older textbooks to lack of taste, of 
foresight in design, and of any 
directing influence. “Even though 
the public may not have a sense of 
design,” he said, “the personality of 
a good-looking book will put it over. 
Cost isn’t always the important thing 
—a good type costs no more than 
another.” 


In order to clear up one frequent 
misconception, Robert Josephy pointed 
out that there is a difference between 
book design and book decoration. He 
decried the practice of some pub- 


lishers who “just stamp a few flowers 
on an odd shade of cloth” and think 
they have designed a book. It is not 
generally realized, he said, that once 
the actual manufacturing has begun, 
it is too late to design a book properly. 

Despite the fact that purchasers are 
more particular about a gift book's 
format than about a book they are 
buying for themselves, even in the 
latter case, according to Paul Bennett 
(Mergenthaler Linotype Co.), $2.50 
is felt to be an exorbitant price for 
the shabby productions of some 
publishers. An attractive format goes 
a long way toward making any book 
acceptable.

N. Y. Employing Bookbinders 
Hear Talks on Code 


The regular December meeting of the 
Employing Bookbinders Association of 
N. Y. maintained the standard of interest 
set by the earlier meetings of the season. 
L. R. Watkins, regional director for the 
Commercial Relief Printing Industry, 
Zone 16, comprising the N. Y. metropoli- 
tan area and adjacent territory, and 
Douglas Johnston, vice-chairman Co- 
ordinating Committee and Code Director, 
National Lithographic Printing Code 
Authority, addressed the members on 
code matters. 

Mr. Watkins’s subject was enforce- 
ment. The large majority of violations, 
he had found, are due to misunderstand- 
ing, and in most instances offenders were 
willing to come into line. He added that 
when this spirit did not prevail and it was 
necessary to take formal action, enforce- 
ment had been secured quickly and ef- 
fectively. While 100 per cent compliance 
is not to be expected, he felt that con 
siderable headway had been made. 

Mr. Johnston then covered briefly the 
general code situation, outlining the objec- 
tives of the recovery program, the means 
by which they were to be attained, the 
success thus far realized, and the probable 
future of NRA.

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denied. Besides, these books ought to 
be published.” 

There’s an interesting story be- 
hind this idealistic but practical book- 
making firm located in a small Idaho 
town. When, in 1902, Gipson and 
associates bought the printing plant 
of the Canyon County Chronicle, 
they did not suspect it would ever 
become an institution of more than 
sectional interest. For in those early 
years it was almost exclusively, and 
today is still largely, headquarters 
for office equipment and school sup- 
plies, serving a large territory in the 
Northwest. 

It was inevitable, however, that 
a book lover like Gipson should in 
time wish to publish and make books. 
especially since his chief assistants, 
such as EarLte Norton, the super- 
intendent, who has been with them 
since the firm was organized, are 
bookish people whose homes look like 
the retreat of a bibliophile. 

Such care is taken in the printing 
and binding that it is not uncommon 
for Norton, if he is not satisfied with 
some detail, or with the type in a 
volume ready to go to press, for 
instance, to stop the machinery and 
call a conference, from which he will 
not emerge until everyone is certain 
that everything is quite as it should 
be. That’s meticulous craftsmanship 
for you!

RupcE III and his associates decided 
to move their plant from Brooklyn 
to 225 Varick St., Manhattan, and 
January 1, 1934, found them com- 
fortably ensconced in their present 
attractive quarters. So we take this 
occasion to congratulate them on their 
first anniversary as one of the out- 
standing firms in this well known 
N. Y. graphic arts center.

state in the Union, as well as Alaska 
and Hawaii. 

An original Murray idea, however, 
was incorporated into the cover, 
which made it rather different. While 
the pages were securely fastened to 
the binder by fasteners, with washers 
reinforcing the holes where the pins 
opened, the cover itself was eyeletted 
to the backbone of the binder. Re- 
sult, a sturdy, serviceable manual, 
which can take plenty of punishment 
and survive. 

Nine hundred reams of paper, 
weighing 32 tons, had to be cut to 
size, round cornered, punched with 
three round holes for the job. Collat- 
ing was of particular importance, as 
each state and territory had different 
sheets.

Back in the 70’s the modest 
publication chugged-chugged through 
the bindery like an accommodation 
train. It’s a much bigger job now, 
of course; but with the efficient 
methods that obtain today, it rushes 
along like the Burlington Zephyr.

a. K. Hutuinc, New York musical 
enthusiast and extra binder (we really 
don’t know which to put first) be- 
lieves in the Santa Ciaus (Arctic 
Bindery) spirit when it comes to 
pleasing a steady patron.

Needless to say, 
Mr. Shackley was delighted with the 
gift, which now occupies its appro- 
priate niche among his treasured 
volumes.

The edge 
is hand-marbled. “It is one of the 
most artistic examples of the book- 
binder’s art I have ever beheld,” Mr. 
Shackley told me. 

Friend Hulling has had an in- 
teresting career in edition and extra 
binding. He was born in Belleville, 
Ill., where at fifteen he was learning 
his trade with a veteran binder. He 
has played the French horn in a 
symphony orchestra and has taught 
that instrument, also the violin. His 
bookmaking experience _ includes 
twelve years with the G.P.O. bindery 
at Washington. After that he came 
to New York and is now located at 
Deer Park, Long Island.

CASINGS 
Wiuen the manufacturer of a 


misunderstood or slighted product 
is up against odds in putting it across, 
bookmaking can often be called in to 
turn the tide. This applies with par- 
ticular force to the food industry, 
with the experience of cellulose sau- 
sage casings serving as an example 
in point. 

Sausages have been packed in ani- 
mal casings for at least 2,000 years, 
writes Eugene Whitmore in Ameri- 
can Business. The first job was to 
break down the prejudice among 
sausage packing foremen. 

Recipes and formulas, quickly 
gathered, were printed in loose-leaf 
form and bound in a handsome leather 
binder, which was gold-stamped with 
the foremen’s names before being 
presented to them. 

“Now, many a prospect may cuss 
you out the first time you call on 
him, but if you persist in giving him 
something he can use in his business 
and increase his usefulness to the 
company he can’t stay awfully mad 
at you,” the writer says. 

Then one of the next important 
steps was to show dealers how to in- 
crease their sausage sales 20 per cent. 
Meat merchandising was researched 
and the facts incorporated in a book 
for dealer distribution, 15,000 being 
distributed in 1933, with supplements 
sent out at intervals to keep the book 
up to date. 

And that’s not all. Another book, 
“The Roundup of Facts,” filled with 
large illustrations of sausage display 
ideas, sausage counters, and other 
facts showing how dealers had cashed 
in by using the manufacturers’ ideas, 
was sent to the dealers. Still another 
book stunt was a sales manual, “The 


Sausage Idea Book,” which was 
widely distributed among packing 
house salesmen. In_ this helpful 


manual there was a selling idea for 
every week in the year! 

Other factors entered into the suc- 
cessful campaign, but the books 
formed the major artillery. 

Vice-President Hoagland of Ar- 
mour is quoted as saying that the

entire meat packing industry must get 
busy and devote the same kind of 
research to selling as has been spent 
on production and processing. ‘The 
demonstrated use of the loose-leaf or 
bound book, the sales manual, and 
other bound advertising and publicity 
would seem to fit nicely into such

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Palladium Leaf Announced to Trade as 
New White-Metal Stamping Material 


ASTINGS & Co., Philadelphia, 
and W. H. Kemp Co., N. Y.., 
announced late last month a notable 
development of importance to book- 
binders and publishers—a new white 
metal leaf which shares with gold 
the advantages of prestige and 
preciousness. 

This metal, palladium, stands with 
platinum alone among white metals 
as being impervious to tarnishing and 
fading in the normal atmosphere and 
to damage from all acids except con- 
centrated nitric acid. It has been 
made available on a commercial basis 
as the result of research and modern 
production methods, and leaf beaten 
therefrom has been tested and ap- 
proved by the Employing Bookbind- 
ers of America. 

The new palladium leaf has an in- 
teresting background in scientific re- 
search. In 1803 Wollaston, the Brit- 
ish scientist, discovered that what had 
been known for some time as plati- 
num actually contained another metal 
which he isolated, described, and 
named palladium. His work led to 
further research with the result that 
rhodium, iridium, osmium, and ruth- 
enium were also separated out from 
the platinum mass, thus creating the 
present group of six platinum metals. 

Palladium enjoys the same fine 
color and freedom from tarnish as 
platinum. Until a few years ago it 
was one of the rare elements of na- 
ture and was found principally in 
South Africa with smaller recoveries 
in other far corners of the earth. Its 
properties made it particularly useful 
for applications in dentistry and jew- 
elry and as electrical contacts, but its 
use was necessarily restricted. 


"TuHen the development of nickel re- 
fining in Canada led to its discovery as 
an important by-product, with the result 
that palladium has become sufficiently 
plentiful to be a real factor in industry 
and the arts. 

Beaten into leaf much as gold is, pal- 
ladium can be applied in this form equal- 
ly well to surfaces and materials com- 
monly used in bookbinding. Through 
burnishing it can be given various tones 
of finish from a soft matte to a brilliant 
jewelry polish, thus offering a _ consid- 
erable range to the decorative designer. 
Like platinum, it has a color value which 
enhances the colors with which it is used 

for settings or other decorative effects. 
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Palladium leaf has the advantage of re- 
quiring no new technique in its applica- 
tions, although, unlike other white metals, 
the distributors recommend that users size 
it sparingly and burnish it lightly. They 
also point out that the scrap has a value. 

Applied on leather, palladium leaf met 
its first response in the style field. Mural 
and other interior decorations have been 
the next steps, and hand-tooled leather 
picture frames and decorative boxes have 
been further developments. 


Durinc October, 1934, the E.B.A. 
conducted tests on palladium leaf and 
reported : 


“Tarnish resistance tests were com- 
pleted during the month on the new pal- 
ladium leaf. The tests indicated that this 
leaf will not tarnish under normal at- 
mospheric conditions. In making the 
tests, stampings of the leaf were exposed 
to a concentration of hydrogen sulphide 
gas equal to four times that used in test- 
ing imitation gold leaf. The exposed 
samples showed no indication of tarnish- 
ing. Palladium is, chemically speaking, 
related to platinum and its properties are 
similar to those of platinum. It is not 
attacked by weak acids and does not tar- 
nish readily.” 


Hot die stamping, hand tooling, and edge 
gilding—or “palladizing,” as it should 
really be called—have all been accom- 
plished with palladium. It thus offers to 
the designer and publisher a white metal 
material of established adaptability to 
bookbinding. Whereas, obviously, its 
wearing qualities over a long period of 
time have not been demonstrated, its 
chemical and physical properties have 
long been known to science; and its re- 
sistance to atmospheric tarnish or fading 
and to all acids, except concentrated nitric 
acid, should make its span of useful life 
similar to that of the leaf of other 
precious metals.

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Exhibit of Gerlachs' Bindings 
Shows Fresh Technique 


An exhibition of their original hand 
bindings, done here and abroad, was held 
December 12-14 by Gerhard Gerlach and 
Mrs. H. Kathryn Edwards Gerlach in 
the Japan Paper Co. Bldg., 109 E. 3lst 
St, N. Y. C. Included in the display 
were bindings done for Columbia Uni- 
versity, Valenti Angelo, and Melbert 
Carey. Their style represents a relaxa- 
tion from traditional design, without any 
exaggerated tendency toward the futur- 
istic. 

Decided originality is evident in an im- 
proved technique. In some of the most 
characteristic specimens, leather hinges 
are sewn around first and last sections, 
so that the inside-cover linings are com- 
pletely framed with leather and _ the 
strength of the binding is considerably 
increased. They use leather headbands 
and sewing on tapes as further aids to 
strength. Some of the covers were 
sharply indented just beyond the round 
of the back, enhancing both appearance 
and flexibility. 

Most of the lettering was done by ar- 
rangements of various tools to form the 
individual letters. Another attractive 
Gerlach specialty is the thickening of the 
upper edge of the cover at the spine. On 
this portion Mr. Gerlach frequently tools 
a half-moon or continues the edge rules. 

Some remarkable effects were seen 
in examples of hot and cold blind stamp- 
ing of rules and lettering, as on the black 
leather binding of Bacon’s Essays, with 
its raised bands and end-papers dyed by 
the binders. This was one of five differ- 
ent styles of bindings commissioned by 
Columbia University, where Mr. and 
Mrs. Gerlach’s course in hand binding 
starts next month. Occasionally, as in 
“Das Blumenbuch,” the lettering con- 
sisted of onlays of a different leather. 

The Gerlachs established their studio 
in the Japan Paper Co. Bldg. in Novem- 
ber. Mrs. Gerlach, an American from 
Wisconsin, studied in Paris and Leipzig ; 
both were pupils of Professor Ignatz 
Wiemeler.

fect. At the bottom of each page ap 
pears the number of lines, words and 
leading used on the page. The complete 
fonts are shown in the back. The book, 
approximately 5%4” by 814”, is attractive- 
ly, sturdily bound in red buckram stamped 
in gold. There are 346 pages, made into 
a neat, compact volume. The inside of 
the back cover is supplied, as before, with 
a pocket for inserting specimens of addi- 
tional type faces and other material. 

While some types which the book man- 
ufacturer adds to his type cabinets have 
only a brief appeal, nevertheless, accord- 
ing to the foreword, there have been many 
types produced in the recent past which 
have demonstrated their merit. By in- 
corporating these in the new specimen 
book, The Vail-Ballou Press hopes it 
“will prove to be of material assistance 
to the book designer and producer in 
meeting the problems with which he is 
daily confronted.” 


Samuel Ebert Chosen Head of

Samuel M. Ebert, president of Gotham-

Herbert S. Baker 


Herbert S. Baker, 68, president of 
The Baker & Taylor Co., N. Y. C., 
nationally known wholesale book 
supply house, died December 13 at 
his home in South Orange, N. J., 
after several months’ illness. 

Born in Brooklyn, N. Y., the son 
of the late James S. Baker, one of the 
original partners of the firm, Mr. 
Baker’s long career of more than half 
a century with the company was inti- 
mately associated with the distribu- 
tion of books and publishing. When 
as a youth he entered the service of 
Baker, Pratt & Co., where his father 
was senior partner, the company then 
both published and distributed books, 
also handling stationery, school equip- 
ment. and furniture. On the forma- 
tion of The Baker & Taylor Co. in 
1885, a new policy of confining the 
business to distribution, with only oc- 
casional publishing, was adopted. 

When James S. Baker died in 1904, 
Nelson Taylor, the other original partner, 
became president. Herbert S. Baker was 
made vice-president and secretary in 
1912 and eight years later, on the death 
of Mr. Taylor, he was elected head of 
the company. From this date The Baker 
& Taylor Co., more sharply defined its 


present policy of complete book distribu- 
tion. 

The firm, as is not generally known, 
originated in a bookbindery founded in 
Hartford, Conn., in 1830, D. F. Robinson 
& Co. The plant was moved to N. Y. in 
1835 and underwent many changes up to 
the formation of the present concern. 

Herbert S. Baker was a director of 
the National Association of Book Pub- 
lishers for several years, also serving as 
treasurer. He was a regular contributor 
of articles on book trade trends and best 
sellers to The Bookman during an earlier 
period. He succeeded his father on the 
board of managers of the American Bible 
Society. His clubs included the National 
Arts, Lake Placid, Rock Spring, and 
Orange Lawn Tennis. 


New Organization to Market 
In-Between Priced Books 


Little, Brown; Harpers; Dodd, Mead; 
and Harcourt, Brace are the first four 
publishers to subscribe to a new mer- 
chandising project, formed by Hastings 
Harcourt and Ruth Brown, which is to 
be launched the middle of this month. 
The new organization, known as Original 
Editions, will market at in-between prices 
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the better type of books which still have 
potential sales value but whose vogue has 
lessened. 

On the flaps of a special band which 
will identify such titles the customer is 
told that “It is the policy of Original 
Editions to make expensively printed and 
bound books of permanent value avail- 
able to book-buyers by republishing the 
same volumes at lower prices. Less ex- 
pensive bindings are used on less than 10 
per cent of the books sold by Original 
Editions.” 

The retail price for fiction will be 
$1.01; non-fiction, expected to be in the 
majority, will be marketed at various 
prices. Most of the titles, it is expected, 
will be non-fiction.

First Book Made Here

made in the U. S. for the firm, which 
recently transferred its manufacturing 
activities to this side. The Paris office 
is being continued. “Hacienda” was 
manufactured by The Haddon Craftsmen, 
Camden, N. J. 


George H. Grubb 


George Henry Grubb, director of Put- 
nam & Co., London, and G. P. Putnam’s 
Sons, N. Y. C., an international publish- 
ing figure, died recently in England on 
December 8. Mr. Grubb, who joined the 
London house of Putnam’s at the age of 
13 in 1888, became prominently identified 
with publishing on both sides of the 
Atlantic. He was much to the fore dur- 
ing the late war in supplying books and 
reading matter to American soldiers and 
sailors.

Of New Juvenile Line 
In Low Price Range 

Rand McNally & Co., Chicago 


publishers and book manufacturers, 
announce a new line of low-priced 
but good-looking juveniles to fill the 
gap between the higher-priced chil- 
dren’s books on the book store shelves 
and those sold at the ubiquitous chain 
stores. 


It is felt there is a definite need 
for 10-, 15- and 25-cent children’s 
books priced below 50-cent series and 
linen books. Their lack has caused 
many prospective purchasers to go 
elsewhere; there is also the convic- 
tion that such books will provide a 
market that has been hardly scratched 
and that a large publishing volume 
may result. 


The demand for the higher-priced 
children’s book—which often reaches 
a high level in design and bookmaking 
—for holiday and gift purposes will 
not be lessened by the advent of such 
juveniles, it has been shown. ‘The 
enterprise is rather an attempt to 
service the bookseller’s requirements 
in meeting the reiterated demand for 
cheaper juveniles, the result of de- 
pression-affected purses. 


With this end in view, Rand McNally 
is offering 31 different titles, side-wire 
stitched, in hard, tape-reinforced covers 
at 10 cents. Eleven titles, also at i0 
cents, are bound in heavy flexible covers 
while 7 titles, likewise hard bound and 
reinforced, are offered at 15 cents. Two 
atlases, one at 10 cents and one at 20 
cents, are also included. Sales tests 
indicate the popularity of the books, 
many customers buying from three to 
ten at a time, without interfering with 
the sale of the higher-priced books. 


The 10-cent books, including such 
perennial favorites as “Little Red Riding 
Hood,” “The Three Bears” and “The 
Three Little Pigs” are illustrated in 
color, printed in large legible type on good 
quality paper, besides the mentioned 
factor of being serviceably bound. 
Photography, often with full-page bleed 
pictures, is employed with excellent re- 
sults in a number of the educational 
titles.

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SEVEN years ago the manufactur- 
ing department of Alfred A. Knopf, 
inc., needed a young man to take 
care of its cost accounting system. 
Sidney R. Jacobs, with no thought of 
entering the publishing business, ap- 
plied for and got the job. After some 
months of keeping cost and stock rec- 
ords, which he admits began to bore 
him terribly, he replaced Ronald 
Freelander as assistant to George M. 
Stimson, then manager of the Knopf 
Production Department. Two years 
ago, Jacobs became head of the de- 
partment. Knopf has been his only 
publishing boss. 

A Brooklynite born and _ bred, 
Jacobs, now in his middle 20s, studied 
at New York University. He even 
took a fling at studying law for a 
year, and, after entering the publish- 
ing business, took some courses in the 
graphic arts. 


While the U. S., he asserts, turns 
out better trade books than any other 
nation, and though there is an ob- 
vious tendency towards experimenta- 
tion, Jacobs wants to see newer and 
fresher ideas expressed in typography 


and design. Most trade book de- 
signers can turn out a decent typo- 
graphic job, but rarely does one en- 
counter something fresh, interesting, 
and good. Too few books among the 
vast annual output of trade books are 
examples of intelligent integration, 
and almost invariably the well-inte- 
grated book is the work of an intelli- 
gent designer and typographer. 


As far as his own books are con- 
cerned, Jacobs proved a modest in- 
dividual. “I do my darn’dest to turn 
out the best book I can, of course, 
although some books get more atten- 
tion than others. But, then, I’m not 
a Dwiggins. Everything he does has 
his distinctive touch of genius.” 

Jacobs dislikes “stunt” books and 
hates the too-obvious in design. If 
he could, he’d use color at every 
opportunity on title pages and front
